T hat the ico no clastic temper o f the J ewish 
peo ple was so mewhat mo dified after half a 
millennium is testified by the elabo rately pic­ 
tured flo o r o f the sy nago gue at Beth A lpha. 
It is po ssible, to o , that in this part o f the co un­ 
try , remo te fro m J erusalem and m mo re inti­ 
mate co ntact with Greek culture, such mo di­ 
ficatio n was a little easier. 
Thus much, o f interest to J ew and Christian alike, can

qu ired. which is best giv en at this time, as it 
produ ces the best effect du rin g the qu iet hou rs 
of rest. 
Becau se of the ex treme delicacy of the tis­ 
su es, n ev er u se force or "dig” in to the ey es 
with a wash cloth or towel. U se two ey e cu ps; 
bathe both ey es simu ltan eou sly . In this man n er 
the en tire field— ey es, u n der an d u pper lids— 
are actu ally bathed. T he followin g ey e wash 
is of sign al ben efit when u sed as an ey e bath:

P H Y S IO L O G IC salt solu tion — on e teaspoon ­ 
fu l of rein ed salt to on e pin t of boiled 
water— makes an ex cellen t wash. This may be 
applied warm on pledgets of cotton to clean se 
the ey es, after which cold water shou ld be 
repeatedly dashed on for its ton ic v alu e. 


A fter a mon th’s daily atten tion , the health 
of the ey es respon d by a clearn ess emin en tly 
delightfu l— an d let it be emphasized that the 
beau ty an d ex pressiv en ess of the ey e depen ds 
almost en tirely u pon its color an d healthfu ln ess. 
B eau ty of color in the ey e is also depen den t 
on health. Ev ery color of ey e is beau tifu l when 
the organ itself is brillian tly healthy ; n o color 
adds to the lu stre of the ey e when this is du ll, 
heav y , bleary , con gested, jau n diced, or pale, 
sick an d weakly . 
The color acqu ired by an ou tdoor life, or by 
ex ercise in the open , giv es v igor to the blood, 
owin g to the large amou n t of ox y gen an d elec­ 
tricity in haled throu gh the lu n gs an d skin . 7 his 
pu rified blood is carried to all parts of the body , 
rebu ildin g the tissu es u pon a more beau tifu l an d 
sou n der base. 


T H E iron in the blood— itself a stron g pig­ 
men t— takes the ox y gen from the atmosphere 
an d carries it as v iv idly red. bu oy an t blood to 
all parts of the organ ism. If the blood is thin 
an d pale, if it is poor in iron , it carries litile 
ox y gen , an d the tissu es are weak, pallid, desti­ 
tu te of life, force, ex pression , en ergy , beau ty , 
color.
